But taking $100,000,- 
000 as a basis, and adding to it the for- 
tune of his brothei- William, which is 
more than half :is great, and the for- 
tunes possessed by the husbands of the 
married daughters of the family, there 
would be » total that could not fall 
short of $250,000,000.—A".

Iho Strand and Its Fullness of Life—Tbe 


Savoy, » Street Naraod After Fetor of 
Suvoj—The Grant of land lie Got from 
Klnc llmiry III. 


[Spoclfll Correspondence.] 


LONDON, Jan. 20.—Tbo majority ot Ameri- 


cans in London, true to their national in- 
stincts, arc driven at once ou arrival to one 
or another of tho great hotels that have risen 
In thc-so later years on tho ruins of quiet old 
inns, the lasliion of which has passed with 
tho elder generation that knew them. The 
modern hotel looks to America for its model, 
and tho traveling American, who has now be- 
come an established feature of London life, 
and who Oings about his money with a reck- 
lessness amazing even to tbo best seasoned 
waiter, has no thought of being less comfort- 
able than at homo, arid demands the same 
environment at every point, no matter how 
remote. For tEi3 order of American the real 
London is a sealed book. He sees its sights, 
takes in all that an outside view of the West 
End, of Pall Mall, of Kotton Row and all 
other fashionable haunts may afford, and 
posses on to deal with continental cities on 
the Bamo principle. Ho has seen the outer 
husk of everything, and why concern him- 
self as to tho size or flavor of a possible 
kernel) In fact, it is definitely settled in his 
mind that tho kernel, if there bo one, is stale 
and withered, and by no means worth tho 
trouble of discovery; and so ho proceeds on 
his way contentedly,'to be succeeded by re- 
lays of the same mind. 


It is well for America that this ever (low- 


Ing stream is, in more senses than one, a shal- 
low one. and that wo are not to bo judged by 
Its rush, ond sound, and swirl. But tho 
wiser American, who retreats with speed 
from any contact with these wandering 
wealth dispensers, looks upon them in tha 
ohanco encounters that occur with a pity 
chat deepens as each day of tho real London 
shows what treasure! they have missed, yet 
smiles, romombering how speedy is our leap 
Into better knowledge, and how surely virtu" 
part, at least, of tho next generation of thfir 
descendant? will return to seek out what the 
fathers rejected. 


All this, because a party of excessively un- 


pleasant Americans on tho steps of the Hotel 
Metropolo announced loudly to a quiet 
gentleman standing near them: 


"The Strandf Wbat in tho world should 


we go to thu Strand for! I'd as soon think of 
walking down Grand street in JS'uvv York to 
see sights. No; wo are going over t.o Uegent 
street for some shopping, und then to St. 
James' palace to nee the queen's jubilee pres- 
ents. Won't you come?" 


"Thank you, very much; not today," re- 


turned the quiet gentleman, looking after 
them with a littlo twinklo in his eyes, and 
then moving off leisurely toward tho despised 
locality. There are sights oven in "Grand 
street, New York," for whoever has eyes to 
see, but for the Strand itself one comes lu no 
long space of time to feel pos'tivo affection, 
and wonders no longer at whal had hereto- 
fore seemed tho infatuation of Charles Lamb 
and Dr. Johnson and many another lover of 
London. 
"Sir," stud tho weighty old lexicographer, 


seated with Buswoll in Mitre tavern, near 
Temple Dnr, "the happiness of L'ouclon is not 
to bo conceived but by those who haw been in 
it. I will venture tosay there is more learn- 
ing and science within tho circumference of 
ten miles from whcro we ait, than in all tho 
rest i>f tho kingdom." 


And misfortunes, ho might hav<> added, his 


own ups and downs forming no inconsider- 
able part of tho sadness which was in tho lit- 
of most literary workers of tlmtday. But, like 
many another brooding and - melancholy 
temperament, he found stimulus and solace 
in a throng, and his blood stirred to tbo throb 
of life in Fleet street and tlio Strand, and 
wherever tho city and its rush and roar were 
dominant. The same fascination seized and 
held Charlotte Bronte, who, timidly as she 
shrunk from people, opened her heart to the 
ancient places, ond, chisfcst of nil, cared for 
this "city" and its sights and sounds. 


"I have s>et>n tho West End, the parks, the 


flue squares," she wrote, "but I love tho city 
far better. Tho city seems so much more in 
earnest; its business), its rush, its roar, are 
such fierlous things, sights, sounds. The city 
is getting its living—the West End but enjoy- 
ing its pleasure. At the West End you may 
be amused; but in the city you ore deeply ex- 
oitod." 


The Strand, and this must always include 


Fleet street on to Ludgato hill and the cathe- 
dral, which is the heart of the city, must al- 
ways hold this power, and day alter day It 
gains upon one till the capricious words of 
Charles Lamb give out tho innermost truth 
that lay at l^ho heart of so many of his ca- 
prices/and his cockneyish affection for pav- 
ing stones resolves ittolf into something 
higher, and shows its real face as lovo and 
sorrow for all humanity in its comings and 
goi ngs iu this great artery of the city's 1 if o. ' 'I 
linvp passed all my days in London," ho wrote 
to Wordsworth, "until I have formed as many 
and as intense local attachments as any of 
yon mountaineers can havo done with dead 
imtiiro. Tbo lighted shops of the Strand and 
Fleet street, tho innumernhlo trades, trades- 
men and customers, coaches, wagons, play 
houses; nil tho bustle and wickedness round 
about (.'ovcnt Garden. * * * The impos- 
sibility of boiag dull in Fleet street; tho 
crowds, tho very dirt and mud, thu sun shin- 
ing upon houses and pavements, the 'print 
shops, tho old bookstalls, parsons cheapening 
books, coffee houses, steams of soup from 
kitchens, the pantomimes, London itself a 
pantomime and a masquerade—all theso 
Xhin'r3 work thomsolvcs iuto-my mind and 
fced°tne without a power of satiating mo. 
Tho wonder of these sights impels me into 
night walks about her crowded stri-ets, and I 
often shed tears in the motley Strand from 
fullness of joy at so much life." 


It is because thcro is so much lifo, and ap- 


parently no cscnpo from its tumult and press,' 
that one finds with a,maiement, not two min- 
utes away, a littlo spaoo, silent and remote 
us if centuries lay between it and the busy 
street. And, indeed, they do. It is n steep 
little street, lonely and dull, traversed only 
by drays and given over to printing offices, 
glass manufactories and picklo warehouses, 
and yet it has felt the feet of bishops and 
kings, knights and ladies, and tho rush of 
mob with sword and fii'o. It is tho Savoy, 
owing its foreign name to Peter of Savoy, 
uncle of Eleanor, queen of Henry III, and 
no less a marauder and robber than tho rest 
of the greedy host, Frenchmen and Savoy- 
ards, who followed Queen Eleanor to Lon- 
don; and with their unappeasable hunger for 
lands and benefices and titles, succeeded at 
last in adding various pages to a history al- 
ready sufficiently full of similar doings. 


Peter the Earl, louder voiced or more per- 


sistent even thau tho rest, added at last to 
his other grants this ancient property of 
Brian do Liilo, who gnashed his teoth in vain 
rago as ho saw vanish from him "all those 
houses in the Strand suburb of London," 
•which, being razed to the ground, gave place 
to tho palace of the Savoy, the price de- 
manded and punctually paid yearly to^tb? 


king's exchequer being "throe barbed arrows 
for all services." 
Earl Peter in time grew weary of stormy 


England aud returned to his own mountains 
of Savoy, and ono master and another suc- 
ceeded to their namesake, all equally quarrel- 
some, and more or less tangled in scheme and 
plot. But dukes and princes of the blood 
dwelt in it and made it royal ground. Tbe 
captive John of Franco died there, and John 
of Gaunt came and went in the steep little 
street, and bowed his haughty neck in the 
chapel where.tho poet Chaucer wedded 
Pbilippa, daughter of a knight of HainaUlt, 
and sang of tho event in notes that have out- 
lasted the palace. 


On the morrow. 
When every thought aud every sorrow 
Dislodged was out of mine heart, 
With every woo and every smart. 
Unto a tent, princo and princess, 
llethouKUt brought mo uml my mistress 
With Indies, knights aud sqmers, 
And a great host of ministers, 
Which tent was church parochial. 


The Savoy then was in its prime, and for 


two centuries it held place, its beauty and 
stateliness far beyond that of any other palace 
in the realm, till Wat Tyler and his men, 
mad with rage at long oppression and n rong 
from its owners, swept down upon it, tore to 
shreds the silk and velvet hangings, beat up 
the gold and silver plate and flung it into the 
Thames, crushed the jewels in mortars and 
poured their dust into the rivers, and at lest, 
drunk with choice wines and delight in tho 
ravages of their own hands, came upon some 
barrels supposed to contain money, and flung 
them with carved cabinets and chains into 
the huge bonfire in tho palace yard. 


That ended the story of the palace, for 


gunpowder docs its work effectually, and not 
only the Savoy, but many a houso neor it, 
went up in tho mighty explosion, leaving 
only a smoking ruin to tell tho tali-. For 
atonement it may be, after a generation or so 
of waste, a hospital rose'ontho old grounds, 
but neither endowment nor gilte availed to 
lift tho curso resting on it, and it passed 
from hospital infested by sham cripples, 
thieves and vagabonds to a barrack, and at 
lost a prison for debtors. Tho chapel held 
its place, and near it Charles II established a 
French church, to which tho i nquisiti ve Pcpys 
went at once, recording his impressions 
in his diary for Oct. 25, 1BO'3. 
It had 


become also illegal sanctuary for fraudulent 
debtors, and there were wild conflicts be- 
tween them and energetic constabhs who 
dared the shadowy prccinot. Later an even 
worse fate fell upon it, and so little s-rruple 
remained that its advantages as a place for 
secret marriage were openly advertised in 
the papers of theday. 
In Tho Pribhe Adver- 


tiser of Jan. 2,1T54, may I>H road: 


"Bv AUTHORITY.— Marnugns performed 


with the utmost privacy, sBcmt-y and regu- 
larity at tho ancient royal chapel ot St. 
John the Baptist, in tho Savoy, whero regu- 
lar and authentic registers havo been kept 
from tho timo of tho Uufnrmationtothisday, 
being 1-00 years and upward. Tbo expense 
not more than ono guinea, tho fivo shilling 
stamp included. There are five private ways 
to this chapel by land and two by water." 


Something of the beauty of tho old palace 


remained, even at this pass, but b y l K l O i l 
was settled that the ruins must bfi removed. 
Never did old London offer a more dillicuH 
task. 
The masses oE flint and stone and 


brick were eight and ten feet thick. Tho 
work of Chaucer's time was not to be de- 
stroj'cd by the screwjack, and tho masons at 
last were forced to dig pickax holes, looson 
the foundations, faston ropes to them, and SK 
pull the stones inward. Tho foundations for 
Waterloo bridge cover what is left of the .site 
of tho old palace, and tho duom follows even 
here, for this is tho "Bridge ot Sighs," from 
which year after year wtd souls go to their 
death. Tlie old church still stands, though 
flre has destroyed the chief ornamentation 
of tho past, 
Tho churchyard, long ago 


sealed, holds still tho 
ancient 
graves, 


and 
the 
piano 
ti^es 
grow 
green 


nmon!; thpm. 
Over the way, the Savoy 


tavern bar is haunted by aotor.s, printers, 
penny-a-liners, and diay drivers, ami who 
shall say what shades of dead kinjrs i-oma 
with them, their crowned ghosts iniirvelins 
greatly at tho work that time has wrought. 


"So mu l.ho sands of lii'o through this 


quiet hour glass; 60 glides tho lifo away in 
the old precinct. At its base a river nms 
for all the- world, at its summit is the brawl- 
ing, raging Strand; on either side nro dark- 
ness anil poverty and vice, tho gloomy Adol- 
phi a.-ches, tho Bridge ot Sighs that mon call 
Waterloo. But tho Precinct troubles itself 
littlo with tho noise and turmoil; it bleups 
well through life, without its litful fjvur."
